HUNDREDS OF LIVES LOST 


Lightning and Fire Aid in 


the Destruction. 


BIG BRIDGE 
BADLY DAMAGED 


The Grand Republic and a Number 


of Other Steamers, With All on 
Board, Sink iii the Mississippi. 
Enormous LOBS of Life and Prop- 
erty in East St. Louis—Many 
Villages Wiped Ont—Kailroads 
Washed Away and Trains De- 
layed. 


CHICAGO, May 27.—One of the great- 


•cat disastere of recent years over- 
whelmed the city of St. Lonia tonight 
in the ehape of a cyclone which began 
shortly after 5 o'clock, and ;for thirty 
minutes tore in ita awful way through 
the city with a velocity ofjover eighty 
milea an hour. Although reports from 
there are very meager, on account" of 
the almost total deatruction of the tele- 
graph wires, it aeems certain the num- 
ber ol dead and wounded will^amount 
to fully 1000, and the damage done to 
millions ol dollars. Tho city;hoapital, 
which fortunately survived the storm, 
ia tilled to overflowing with mangled 
men and children, and the morgue, in 
two houra after the end of the storm, 
waa so full of corpBes that it waa neces- 
sary to provide other quarters for the re- 
ception of the dead. 


In addition to those who were killed 


in their houses and In the atreeta, hun- 
dreds of dead are beneath tne waters of 
the Miaeurippi river. Of all theateam- 
era on the levee whan the atorm broke 
but one is now afloat. All the othera 
have gone down, in many instances 
every soul on board being loat, and in 
othera not over two or three being able 
to reach a place of safety. Among the 
boats destroyed is the excursion ateamer 
Great Republic, one of the largest 
Bteamern on the lower river. Not a man 
escaped from her, and it ia said Bhe waa 
crowded with excursionists when the 
atorm came. 
The center of tho city is a wreck. 


Many buildings have been demolished 
and others partially wrecked. 
The 


streets are utterly impassable to street 
cars and in many places progress on 
foot is a matter of great difficulty. To 
add to the horrora of thB night the elec- 
tric light plants were rendered incapa- 
ble of service and the gas lamps were 
alao ahut off, leaving the city in total 
darknCBB. 


HUES FOLLOW TUE STOR1T. 


Fire alpo broke out in several por- 


tions of the city, and the fire depart- 
ment was unablo to make an effective 
fight because of the choked up condition 
of the streets, and the larce number of 
firemen engaged iu rescuing the dead 
and wounded. 
. 
The only authentic information from 


the stricken city tonight waa eent out 
by the agent of the Associated Frees, 
who managed to reach an outlying tele- 
graph office and send a brief dispatch aa 
follows: 
"Tornado blowing at the rate of over 


eighty milea an hour struck St. Louis to- 
' nipht and raged for half an hour with 
great fnry, and as a result hundreds of 
lives are loat on both sides of the river. 
Many buildings are blown down and 
many river steamers aunk with all on 
board. It is impossible at the present 
time to estimate the number of lives 
lost as the hoapitala are filled with the 
injured and the morgue ia filled with 
the alain, while great numbers of the 
dead and maimed are lying amonz the 
ruins in all directions. A portion of the 
east end of the Kids bridge iadeetroyed, 
the grand aland at the fair grounds ia 
down, the womans' portion ol the jail IB 
gone and the immenae Cupplea block is 
partially destroyed. The Waters-Fierce

The Western Union Telegraph Com- 


pany announced that because of its in- , 
ability to keep up its wires it would be j 
impoaaible to eend out any more mes- 
sages tonignt from St. Louis or ita vi- 
ciaity. 


EXTENDS INTO ILLINOIS. 


The reports regarding the duration of 


dtorni are conflicting. About S o'clock 
the operator on the Wabash road ac a 
email station not far from East-St. 
Louis managed to get the operator at 
Decatnr, 111., long enough to aend him 
word that the ~round house of the 
"Wabash road was blown down and that 
the freight house of the Vandalia waa 
wrecked and that thirty-five men were 
killed in the ruina. After he had told 
thia much the wire failed him. Shortly 
after 5 o'clock the Wabaah operator at 
Decatur reported to the main dispatch- 
er's office at Fnreat, 111., that a cyclone 
had juet passed through the country to 
the south of Decatur and that it had 
done izreat damage. In a few minutes 
he aent word that a second Btorm had 
passed through the country almost ex- 
actly in the track o! the first and that 
he waa unable to get any more informa- 
tion regarding it out that it was thought 
to have done great damage in fhft "rt""- 
try east of St. Louia. 
The operators on the Alton roail were 


unable to get any information from their 
men In the neighborhood of at. Louia 
hut reported tU.it jnat before all their 
connections wiiu that city wero broken 
off the* had rpcaived word that there 
had been a FCVLTR cyclone at Rush Hill, 
Mo which is a small town on the Alton 
road not far from Mexico, Mo.

seems greatest. H. C. Rice, the West- 
ern Union manager at the relay depot 
on the e&et side, climbed across the 
damaged bridge and made his way into 
St. Loui3. He reports that the Tre- 
uioat hotel. National hotel, Martell 
heuse, Da Wolf cafe, the plant of the 
Hazel Milling Company, Uorn's cooper 
shop and a great number of other build- 
ings are blown down. Many dwellings 
are wrecked and many of their occu- 
pants are known to be killed. 


The Vandalia roundhouse, the Vrm- 


dalia freight house, in which thirty-five 
men are said to have been killed; the 
Baltimore and Ohio roundhouse, the 
Standard oil worka, East St. Louis ele- 
vator, Crescent elevator and twelve 
other freight houses on the levee are de- 
stroyed. 
The Great Republic steamer and sev- 


eral more excursion ateamera, with all 
on board, are reported to .have gone 
down, and there ia but one boat on the 
levee of all that were there before the 
atorm came. It is difficult to estimate 
the number of dead and wounded, but a 
rough estimate would place the number 
at about 1000. The Western Union and 
Postal Companies have loat every wire 
out of the city. 


AT THE 6T. LOUIS RACE TRACK 


After sending thia brief diapatch the 


telegraph wire failed. One of the worst 
features of the disaster is thought to 
have taken place at the race track at St. 
Louia, where the racea were in full 
awing and tho grand atand was crowded. 


.Returns from the St. Louia racea are 


received at the track at Likeable, Ind., 
and a few niinutea after 5 o'clock the 
operator sending the report of the races 
stopped his work long enough to re- 
mark; "There goes the grandstand," 
and then hie wire collapsed and nothing 
more waa heard from him. 


Iu a few seconds the aame message 


waa reported from Lexington, Ky., with 
tho additional information that fully 150 
people wero. dead. Thia information 
waa subsequently corroborated by the 
operator ol the Wabaah road at Decatar 
who aaid that in hia second message re- 
ceived from East St. Louia it was de- 
clared the grand stand at the racea was 
down and that fully 150 people wore 
bnried In the ruins. 


A few minutea after 5 o'clock the op 


erator of the Associated Presa at St. 
Louia, who waa in the act of taking the 
usual report, aeut word that it was 
growing very dark and asked for a min- 
ute'a delay that he might provide him- 
self with a light. In a second more the 
wire anapped and it waa impossible to 
get any furthr Information from him. 


SEVERE STOHMS WERE EXPECTED. 


The local weather officials in thia city 


were unable to give any connection re- 
garding the Btorm, aa they were in- 
formed early in the evening by the 
TPeetera Union that it would not be 
able to aeud the usual weather bulletins 
from St. Louie. It was eaid, however, 
at the local offieo that the conditioua 
had been all day favorable for severe 
storma all through ilisaouri and South- 
ern Illinois. It ia thought the Btorm 
swept over St. Louia from the north- 
west to the southeast, as it ia considered 
probable the storm which waa reported 
in the afternoon at Ruah Hill, SIo., 
wonld require several hours to reach St. 
Louie, and tho 3torca at the two points 
are reported aa having been long enough 
apart to enable the storm to cover tbo 
distance between Ruah Hill and St. 
Louis. 
The ntorm which tore through the 


country south of Centralia, 111., is said 
to have occurred about 6 o'clock, or an 
hour after St. Lonia was visited. These 
throe points are in a direct HUB from 
the northeast to the southeast, and the 
weather officials are inclined to believe 
that the atorm waa one and the same. 


The Eada bridge, which ia reported as 


havinc been badly damaged by tho 
storm, was built in 1873 and waa con- 
sidered one of tho strongest arch bridges 
in the world. It was built without a 
drawbridge, aud rose to an elevation iu 


fire department responded to fifty-four 
alarms. 


The streets were fall of people going

Tonight the streets are 
n complete darkness and travel in any 
lirection ia dangerous by tho falling of 
ive wires and debris.

SITUATION" AT 5TIDNIOHT. 


At midnight it waa reported at the

The operator at Name- 
oki says that up to midnight it had been 
impossible to obtain any definite infor 
mation from St. Louia, but it was cer- 
tain that fearful damage had been done 
He aaid the ruina at Eaat St. Louis were 
on fire and burning fiercely, but CDU!< 
tell nothing more than that. He hat 
not been able to obtain any informatioi 
from any of the Wabash trains that ha< 
passed his station since 5 o'clock in th 
afternoon. The report of the damage t 
the bridge and the estimates of tl| 
number of dead and wounded, he aaid 
were not confirmed with an accnrac; 
and the report of the deatruction of th 
relay depot in Eaat St. Louis ale 
lacked corroboration.

CRAWLED ACROSS THE BRIDGE. 


A. W. Becker of the big firm of J. P. 


Becker A Company of East St. Louis, 
waa among the first parsons to cross the 
Rada bridge after the storm abated. 
His family waa in St. LouiB, and m hia 
sagernasa to get home he climbed over 
the debris of the bridge on his handa 
and knees, over wrecked cars, dead 
horses and a masa of other debris. He 
informed a reporter the condition of 
East St. Louis is almoat beyond descrip- 
tion. The town is a wreck for blocks 
rouud, and the loss of life in that re- 
on alone is estimated at from 200 to 
50. The Yandalia freight house, near 
ie east end of the Eads bridge, was 
ompletely demolished, a number of 
ersona having gone down in tho ruins.

ST. LOL-IS, May 27.—At the time the 


Btorm struck the town and created finch 
havoc the accompanying noise waa ter- 
rifying. People were picked up in the 
streets and ttaahed to the ground or 
against buildings aa though they had 
been the merest straw.

alarms were aent in from the poor 
aouse, which has 1200 inmates. The 
roof of that structure was blown of!, 
and it is feared that the number of fa- 
talitiea there is great. 


As to the loaa of life on the river, it is 


reported that the magnificent steamer 
Grand Republic waa sunk with all on 
board. A ateamer with thirty passen- 
gers on board, bound up the river from 
Peoria, was blown bottom side up. 


The ateamer Conger was blown nearly 


across the river, and aanfe at a point op- 
posite Carondelet. 


The steamer Dauphin, a pleasure boat 


containing twenty women passengers aud 
a crew of six men on board, was blown 
against the middle pier of the Eada 
bridge and broken in two. In some 
miraculous manner tho women and two 
of the crew managed to elinz to the 
stonework of the pier, and were after- 
wards rescued. 
The steamer Libbie Conger, of the 


Diamond Joe line, with Captain Seaman, 
his wife and a crew of sis- men, was 
eunk in the middle of the river. 


Beside the number of lives loat here 


and on the east eide of tho river, the 
number drowned iu the Mississippi 
will aggregate hundreds. 


Excursion steamers

the river were sunk almost immedi- 
ately, those on board having abso- 
lutely no opportunity to escape. 


APPEARANCE OP THE CITY. 


The city bears the'appearance of hav- 


ing been shelled hy an enemy. In eome 
places structures have been entirely de- 
stroyed, while in others high, jag?ed 
walla stand, a constant menace to the 
paasers hy. 


There muafc be a great number of peo- 


ple imprisoned in the destroyed build- 
ings who cannot be gotten out for hours, 
although thousands of citizens have 
offered their aid to the police depart- 
ment to help the work of rescue. 


Every hospital in the city is filled 


witb victims, and there ia is a lack of 
nurses, physicians and medicines, but 
as

about them again, the work of relieving 
the siifferinga of the injured will be pro- 
ceeded with in a systematic manner.

than a hard thunder storm. Suddenly 
out of the cloud bank came a whirling 
funnel which dipped to the earth. The 
atorm was then east of Clayton, a email 
town a abort distance from St. Louie.

The cyclone broke at 5:15 o'clock, 


coming directly from the west,deHtroyiug 
first the city proper, then crossing the 
Mississippi to East St. Loois, and there- 
after raging for half an hour, disappear- 
ing in the direction of Alton. There 
was little warning for the helpless in 
the streets, the thousands on their way 
home from work, or the inmates of the 
great mercantile establishments of the 
citv who had not yet left their posts of 
duty.

ST. Louis, May 28.—When darkness 


temporarily interrupted the iearch for 
storm victims tonight 315 people were 
known to be dead on both sides of the 
river, and although the completed list 
will never be known, it is believed that 
it will approximate 400 in the two cities, 
The number of the injured is even 
larger, and many o! the maimed cannot 
'survive. The property lose will reach 
well into the millions, bat insurance 
people, firemen and .police alike, refuse 
to hazard even accurate figures. The 
uncertainty regarding losD'of life and 
property is due mainly to the wide ex- 
tent of the havoc wrought by the 
storm. 


The milea of wrecked buildings aa yet 


unexplored are the numerous collapsed 
factories, towards the investigation of 
which little progress has been made. 
Theee may hide almost any number of 
bodies aa tha police have been unable to 
secure anything like au accurate lint of 
the missing. In the factory districts 
iridny of the employes on duty at the 
time of the atorm were without relatives 
hi the city, and their disappearance 
would scarcely be noted, even though 
they b'a buried in the rui,nB.. It ia..be- 
lieved by' the police that .owing to the 
BuddenusBB with which the crash came 
many trampa and homeless ones sought 
shelter among the buildings which were 
leveled and that nothing will be known 
of their death until, perhaps weeks 
hence, their bodies are found. 


The list of known dead in St. Louis 


is 169, and in East St. Louie 146. 


Hundreds of homes are in mine, 


dozens of manufacturing plants and 
dozens of business houses are wrecked;

Were the Milpitas Tocsin to betray eo 
total a lack ol news sense as these great 
English dailies betray, the Toetiu won 
would b« no more.

DEMOCRATS AND POPULISTS.

Doubtless we have-some papers that 
more or less approrimcte this ideal me- 
dittoi, but certainly they are rarely 
found. It surety ia.possible to give news 
and at the earne time be reliable, at 
least in intent. Bet if each papers are 
to exiat, the people smsst demand them, 
for newspapers are a^very safe index to 
popular taste. To ho sure, the popular 
taste iu this caeeia -depraved, bnt there 
is all the more necessity for rectifying 
it. As a vitiated appetite demands tbe 
very food which brings sickness and 
death in its train, BO does thie vitiated 
appetite for newa eonstantly insist on 
the food which toads to destroy the

changed, but tne demandf for a change 
must come from the .patient himself. 
Aa long as the public-is satisfied with 
peppered and spiced senution as its 
daily food of newe, the;papers will pan- 
der to it.

That is begging the question with a 


•vengeance. Tbe SIOS«BIJICA« might;just 
as reasonably have answered the ques- 
tion as to what the position of its party 
IB on the eilver question by pointing to 
the declaration of the Republican state 
convention in favor oi the coinage of 
silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. That 
declaration had the merit of baing un- 
equivocal and positive, while 'the state 
Popnlists have evaded the tariff issue by 
dodging behind_tbe commission proposi- 
tion. .Neither convention as a matter 
of course could determine the policy ol 
the national party, and neither could 
give an answer to the-question of party 
policy. 


As to the merits of the Populist eva- 


sion of the tariff issue, the Republican 
party would bo jest asiully justified in 
asking that the currency .question be 
taken out of politics and given into the 
handa of a commieflion of experts. Like 
the tariff its agitation is a-source of busi- 
ness disturbance, and its complexity 
makes it still more •difficult of satisfac- 
tory adjustment through legislation. 
Theoretically a commission of experts 
should be able to deal with-the^ money 
problem a great deal -more satisfactorily 
ithan congress, but our ^experience with 
•commissions hardly justifies such opin- 
ion. 


Great things were «xpected-of -the in 


terstate commerce oomzniBsion and OUT 
own railroad commission. It was -ex- 
pected that they would eliminate the 
annoying and perplexing-ratlroadrqui 
tion from politics and that justice would 
be done between the people and tbe 
railroad corporations.

The storm wrought ita greatest havoc 


in Iowa, where the counties of Polk and 
Jasper were devastated by two torna- 
does.

fitted up and hurled down and broken 
into aplinteta. The cellars were heaped )jiown down, 
full 61 mud and debris, often partially 
caverinp those who had taken refuge in 
-them. Those who fled to caves were in- 
variably saved, but BO sudden was the 
.approach pf the storm that many were 
unable to find tbat shelter, though tho 
caves were only a few rods away from 
them. 


A TOWN COSIPLHTHLY HULKED. 


Passing onward tne atorin struck Val- 


eria. The railroad bridge on the Chi- 
cago Great Western waa tbe first object 
it \vrentled with. The bridge waa com- 
pletely demolished and the rails were 
twisted and bent out of shape. The 
town was almost completely ruined.

One observer near Valeria, 
who saw the atorm and observed it 
carefully, says that the cloud appeared 
to be a high balloon, dark green in 
color, with a light streak in the center. 
It traveled at a tremendous rate, tear- 
ing up the largest treea by the roots or 
stripping them clean and driving posts 
into the earth and twisting buildings in 
the edge of its track, end firat, spatter- 
ing the houses clone to it with mud and 
sand, Btripping hedges and licking the 
grass from the fields. 


From Valeria, the storm moved on, 


passing near the town of Miugo.

vailed. As tbe depot careened. Brake- 
man Grittin,24 years of age, seized the 
oldest Clark girl and plunged into the 
flood, which extended from bluff 
t) 


bluff, a distance of half a mile. The 
brakeman and child must have met al- 
most instant death. The other three 
children of Mrs. Clark were oa the eide 
of the depot which went down, and 
when it rose again a minute later to 
continue ita journey down the stream, 
the children wer? missing. James Bil- 
lon and P. MOBS managed to catch tbe 
overhanging branches of a tree, and here 
they were discovered when a rescuing 
party arrived. 


The others remained in the depot un- 


til it lodged against a tree a hall mile or 
co below the depot aite. 


The body of one of Mrs. Clark's chil- 


dren, a girl 4 years of age, was found 
fifty yards below the tree against which 
the depot lodged. The bodies of Griffin 
and the girl he had attempted to rescue 
were found three milea down, lodged in 
the driftwood. The body ot the other 
child was seen in the flood four miles 
down the river.

It may be added that 
hese two days were chiefly passed La 
ied, the young men having been caught 
a a mountain alarm of unprecedented 
severity and reaching this town in a 
critical condition. 


In the course of the article, which ia 


profusely illustrated, special attention ia 
mid to the Upper Middle Fork of the 
iings liver and the Middle Fork Alts, 
as Mr.'Solpmone calls them. In the 
course of hie remarks he eaya: 


"It is the region of the Palisades that 


forms the chief glory of the Middle Fork 
Alps. Goddard and ita creeta lie from 
iwenty to twenty-five milea away. Obvi- 
onaly, then, aa we approached the main 
crest, we should eTpact an expansion 
and intensification oi the scenery. Itia 
so. The Palisade country, I have rea- 
son to believe, ia the acme of alpine 
lubUmity on the American c-ontinont. 
To merit this distinction it needs only 
to be auperior to the crest about the 
lead of Bear creek on the north and of 
;be Kings on the south, and I think it 
s. There is here a very chaos of gorgen 
of appalling depth and savage aspect, 
separating and throwing into fearful re- 
lief a great mass of peaks, precipices and 
cliffs, amongst 
which slitter frozen 


lakes, cascades, snow fields and glaciers. 
Over thia Titan's pandemonium tower 
tho Palisades orSawTeeth, flinging aloft 
their pinnacled create a thousand feet 
ilear of the surrounding mountains. 


"In altitude the I'alieades cannot be in- 


ferior to Mount Whitney by more than 
a few hundred feet, and I have some 
reason to believe that the North Pal- 
isade may be found actually to dominate 
the whole Sierra.

By this move tbe sev- 
eral hundred voters are acain disiran- 
cineed, so far as the office of anpemaor 
la concerned; for six long yeara they are 
deprived of tlit1 opportunity to aay whom 
they prefer aa their supervisor. Bat, 
theu, tli« players do not consult the feel- 
inge of the pawns, you know. Aa 1 have 
remarked, it is a smooth game, auc 
nothing could be neater than our mov- 
able flfth ward. 
I do not reside in the Disfranchised 


Fifth, and it is only remotely my busi- 
ness if its voters are perfectly content to 
act as the pawns in this very pretty 
game.

Contractor Hickoi Requests Fur- 


ther Time.

ey 1'Afking Company, yeaterday. "We 
ould eturt in tomorrow luorniug if the 
rait ftss here." 
The cannery is located on H street, 
oath of Ventura, in tbe big building 
ill recently occupied hy A. 8. Butler 
as a packing bouse. In 1S92 the build- 


ig was occupied as a cannery and part 


of the machinery, including tho boiler 
and a number of rapping marhinea had 
>een left. It thus happened that when 
tfr. Tenney again took hold of the cn- 
erprise and moved his five carloads of 
ilant from San Francisco it required 
jut little alteration to get tho interior 
oack into the oid shape. 


The main body of the building is 200 


feet long by 100 iu width, but toe front- 
age haa a width of 130 feet. The space 
ia ample for 700 hands to work in, but 
unless the supply of fruit should be 
very large it is expected that between 
^00 and 600 women and yirla will ba 
able to get away with tho work. With 
the exception of the fore-women, who 
require experience and will come from 
thfc city, all the help required will be 
hired here. Already 190 labor tickets 
uave been given out. 


Mr. Tenney stated to a reporter that 


the wages earned by the women and 
girls depended entirely on their own 
auiartneas and neatness. In San Fran- 
cisco the difference was represented by 
$2 60 which might be earned in a day 
by a very bright girl, down to 35 centa a 
day 
paid 
for the name kind of 


work to a slower person. Mr. Tenney 
intimated tnat $1.50 a day would repre- 
sent a fair average for the day's wagea 
earned by neat, energetic women, and 
that it would be much mora uausfactory 
to pay that Bnm for gwd work than 75 
cents to a slow worker. He continued 
that there is no mystery about the 
work, and any ordinarily intelligent 
girl can require the requisite knowledge 
"a three days. "Of coune," aaid he, 
'there are some people who never learn 
anything." 


The operations in a cannery are not 


difficult to follow from Btart to finish. 
The fruit, as it cornea from the grower, 
ia received and weighed at the north 
entrance. It then passes on to the par- 
era and pickers, after the smaller fruits, 
cherries, etc., have been graded by a 
machine. 


The cat anl pared fruit is then washed 


and packed in cans under the supervis- 
ion of the forewomen, whose special 
duty it ifl to reject bungling work and 
oversee the worters generally. The 
cana containing tbe 
frait are next 


capped by tinsmiiha and conveyed to 
the "cooking" vats, which are steam 
beated. The syrup which' forms the 
preserving fluid ie of three grades, ac- 
cording to the quality of goods, the 
highest grade containing the strongest 
isolation of cane sugar 'and the lowest 
the weakest. The eyrup descends by 
gravitation to the syruping machines, 
which will nil 100,000 cans a day if neces- 


ary. 
Mr; Tenney says he ia not in the least 


concerned about any shortage in the 
fruit supply. He stated that the. pear 
crop is thVlaigeat known in the history 
of the state, and there will be plenty of 
pluma, apricots, peaches, etc., notwith- 
standing tbe gloomy reports circulated 
after the late frosts. 
Arrangements 


have been made with several growers to 
plant a email acreage in tomatoes, the 
object of distributing the contracts be- 
ing thaciE one grower fails to raise a 
crop the others can be depended on. 
Tbe tomato crop will be ready for pack- 
inn about September 1st, and there is 
ateady work in eight for all hands at the 
cannery till the middle of October. By 
this time the raiains will come in, and 
preference will be given to the hand a at 
the cannery in the raisin packing busi- 
ness conducted by the firm at the house 
on the other side of tbe reservation. 


It thus appears that within a com- 


paratively short timo the big cannery, 
employing (500 hands, will he n.t work, 
and if there are many people after that 
who complain of inability to Iind em- 
ployment tbey muat be largely composed 
of that class which is always in want of 
a job and praying that it will never 
Etribe them. The sum paid out in wages 
weekly will mean a handsome addition 
to the receipts of the local merchants.

GEORGE H. EGGERS DEAD. 


A Pioneer Vineyardist and Sub- 


stantial Business Man. 


News was received in this city yeater- 


day that George H. Eggera had died 
early in the morniag at his home in 
Ban Francisco. He was 76 yeara old, 
and a native of Germany. He came to 
California many years ago and settled 
in San FranciEco, where he engaged in 
the grocery business for a number, of 
yeara; afterwards becoming a partner of 
Glaus Spreckels in the augar business. 
He was for a long time vice president of 
the German Savings Bank of San Fran- 
cisco. 
Ho ia best knowa to the people of 


Fresno county through his land inter- 
eata here. Twenty-seven years ago he, 
together with August Weihe and oth- 
era, -bought nearly 6000 acres of land; 
east and northeaat of this city, includ- 
ing the ground on which a portion ol 
Fresno stands j including also the site 
of the Barton vineyard and most of the 
other landa between this city and the 
Eggera vineyard.

"We want the Demo 
cracy ot thia State to declare for Xree 
silver in the platform and I, for one, am 
going to advocate that on the floor of the 
convention. "We are in dead earnee 
and want noatraddle. Ita the duty o 
the Democrats of California to let the 
national convention know how they fee 
on silver. The rich men of the party 
and some others, who are good enougt 
Democrata on general principles, are 
gpldbuee, bat the rank and file are for 
silver.

It was Southern California 
that ran thinga np at the Republican 
convention, and Southern California is 
showing tbat it has lesa and loss use for 
the saloons. Then there are lota of 
Democrats who, while they don't care a 
rap about whether the saloons are regu- 


• lated or not, have a Tory strong objec- 
tion to being regulated themselves. To 
their mind any abridgement of personal 
liberty is too high a price to pay for 
closed saloons and a pious Sunday. I 
notice that about everybody who is dis- 
posed, to let other people do aa tiiev 
think beat, and works like freedom tor 
himself, is against woman suffrage.

eir raisins over to commission pack- 
s. They will stilt hold them to pack 
d sell, provided they conform to the 
ices that the committee makes, and if 
ey join the corporation it will cease to 
a commission packers' corporation, 
t a true co-operative combine, prac- 
al in all ita workings. 
He says "they lay it down as one of 
e conditions tbat tbe co-operatives 


must not build any more packing* 
houses, nor pack any more raisins than 
last year." 
True they do, but this 


limitation will bear no heavier upon co- 
operative than upon commission-pack- 
ers. The basis of compromise to pool 
on for all alike, co-operative or commia- 
flion, is last year's pack and those who 
have come into the corporation have 
agreed to this basis of pooling. Why 
should not these people who insist they 
are not in tbe business for profit? 


Just here we are constrained to ask is 


this exactly true? Haa not the writer 
of these co-operative addresses a some- 
what lucrative nslary? Has not the 
handling of 500 cars of raisins added a 
little stimulus to the zeal with which he 
opposes this ao strongly indorsed and so 
altogether practical method of restoring 
prosperity to the raisin industry?

It costs them more than $100 an acre to 
clear their land, and when it ia clearei 
it will not produeeone-hcif like tliolane 
in Fresno. They raise good potatoes 
and here aud there they raise hay, aniJ 
they have good apple orchards, but it ia 
work from daylight till dark, and from 
youth to age to make a living. 


"The people who feel discouraged with 


Fresno ought to take a trip to British 
Columbia. It would pay them. If they 
have not enough money to pay their 
fare they ought to walk. When thev 
would see how bard the people work in 
that country to get what prows in 
Fresno without any work at all, they 
would return to this, the carden of the 
world, and would take off their coata 
and begin with renewed energy and 
hope. Why, if I had not a roof to shel- 
ter me today I would not go outside of 
Freeno county to hunt shelter, but 1 
would Bleep in a hayatack until I could 
get a foothold here. People here are 
more prosperous than in any other part 
of the country, and they have the best 
place in the world. 


"When I got back thia moruing and 


stepped out on the etreet corner several 
old friemla aaid, 'Hollo Berry, where 
nave yon been?1 I told them I had been 
to Vancouver Inland. 'How are things 
up there?' they asked. I said that the 
country waa poor, and with one.chorus 
they all exclaimed: 'Oh, Freano is going 
to thunder j can't raise anything; can't 
sell anything; gone to thunder; every* 
thing got tbe bottom dropped out.' 


"Tbese same people were standing on 


the street cnroera ten years ago, croak- 
ing the same songs of despondency they 
are croaking today. The country waa 
roine to thunder then and it is going 
there yet. according to their tale.

We need fewer street 
corner philosophers and more business 
men. I have come back with renewed 
energy and want to get right to work. 
But there is one tning that makea me 
mighty .tired and that is to look out 
over tbe grandest country under the 
aun, bleaeed by nature with unstinted 
liberality, and hear people standing with

This was the result of a 
difficulty between them in relation to 
the business. It appears, however, that 
the dissolution of beainess did not set- 
tle their trouble, and an Lambert, when 
the opportunity waa offered, tolil Betbe- 
der that he had not treated him aa he 
Ehould have done. 


Thia brought an angry reply 
from 


IJetbeder, who asserted that he had 
acted in good faith and 
had 
not 


wronged any one. The men had a few 
hot worda when Lambart called the 
other a liar. Betbeder struck across the 
bar, but Lambert dodged the blow. At 
the same time LanYbart came back with 
a blow directed at Betbeder. 


AB soon as Lambert struck he hurried 
i 


to his bedroom in the back of the aaloon. 
The door leading to it was locked and 
he kicked it open. The door and the 
casing were totally wrecked. 


Meantime the bartender whom Lam- 


bert had employed ran up to Betbeder 
and told him to leave to prevent 
trouble. The' bartender in hia exoit#- 
ment grabbed Betbeder and hustled 
him out of the door and started away 


• with him. Lambert, on the other 


hand secured hia pistol i» the bedroom 
and quickly started after-the bartender 
and Betbeder. 
They 
were making 


rapid progress from the saloon when 
the proprietor came out with hia pistol 
and ran after them. .Lambert fired two 
shots before he overtook them. 


When he came up with thorn Lambert 


grabbed Betbeder'a . shoulder with his 
left band and with the pistol m the 
other, held up to his breast, Bent a bal- 
let through Batbeder'a heart and an- 
other through" the right long. 
Betbeder'a death was instantaneous. 


The barkeeper Bays that he became so 
frightened that he did not dare to stop 
Lambert from shooting. Betbeder bad 
a loaded pistol in his pocket but made 
zto attempt to UBS it. 


Lambert quietly walked back to his 


saloon remarking that he was glad he 
had killed the man; "If -I had not got- 
ten him- he would have gotten me.' 
Lambert went to Mendota shortly after- 
wards where he was taken in charge by 
Constable Adams.

The murder created (treat excitement 


in Firebaush and it: is thought that 
Lambert went to -Menilota'that evening 
for safety.

Coroner Long, accompanied by Deputy 


District Attorney Freman and Steno- 
grapher N. H. Petewon went to Fire- 
bauRh on.yesterday morning's train and 
hild an inquest daring the forenoon. 
The verdict of the jury waa that the 
deceased came to his death from a gun- 
shot wound inflicted by J. W. Lambert. 
Lambert was present at the inquest but 


• 
•was not called upon to testify. Ke' had 
very little to Bay to the authorities. 


Lambert and Betbeder were well 


liked by the people of Firebaugh. They 
were generally quiet men. 
Betbeder was a Frenchman, and his 


wife is in Santa Cruz very aicfc. The 
news of the murder was not communi- 
cated to her. Betbeder i;Rd a brother 
in liakersfield, who passed through '-Qls 
city on" this morning's early tram on hia 
wav to Mendota to attend the funeral. 


Lambert has always been a re- 


spected citizen, end at present he occu- 
pies the position of roadmafller for the 
Firebaueh district. He .baa a wife and 
two children who reside in this city, 
and the children are attending school. 
Lambert is well connected throughout 
the county, having many relatives and 
friends.

Coroner Long is of the opinion that 


the case la very hard against Lambert. 
The man must have been in great an- 
ger, judging from the manner In which 
Ee broke in the door leading to hU bed- 
room. Lambert waa brought to Fresno 


; from jMendota on thia morning's irain, 


and lodged in the county jail on a 
charge of murder. 
He is about 42 


years old and Betbeder about 28.

have bestowed upou it to make it a suc- 
cess, but at the eame time in my opin- 
ion they made one false step at the very 
beginning that is destined to wreck the 
whole. 
In a speech made by Mr. Bnggs m 


introducing the plan to the directors of 
the co-operative packing houses at the 
chamber of commerce last month, ho 
gave a history of how the committee 
went to work, and he said, us far as my 
memorv serves me: "The first thing 
we did'was to examine the situation, 
and we fouad thi ee classes of packers— 
the comraiaaion packers, who handled 
80 percent of the crop; the co operative 
packers, who handled 12 per cent* and 
tho private packer, who packed fi per 
cent—and we came to the conclusion 
that any plan we might make must be 
auch aa would receive the support of the 
first class who handled the bulk of the 
crop, who had their money invested in 
houses and plant, their connections 
made, aud who we know would fight 
like the devil to keep the trade. Wo 
could not help ourselves, but _had to 
take the situation aa we found it." It 
is my ceuteotion that right there they 
made the mistake; in a word, they 
trnckted to expediency.

' li the methods are baa a"J mean 
ouly ruin to the grower, honestv de- 
mands that they be abandoned without 
reserve, and such arrangements made 
with all parties in intereat as will insure 
protection to the grower, who is the firet 
party to be considered, and leave all 
parties a fair field and no favor in ob- 
taining such ^iare ol the distribution of 
the crop aa the growers ara willing to 
give them.

We have noticed two or three letters '

We are informed on undoubted author- - 
ity that he is clerk m a country store, 
and two or three years ago was an en- 
thusiastic co-operator, and -^as one 01 
thetiromoters of the Kingabnrg Co-op- 
erative packing.houae, and became one 
of ita officials. His reasons for that 
course, he explains in his letter aa lol- 
lowa: 
"That when some years nso raiem 


growing was remunerative to the farmer 
he became jealous of those Ui«t enabled 
him to sell hia raisins by iluding a mar- 
ket for them and who made a living 
thereby, so that he, the farmer, went 
into competition with legitimate busi- 
ness men and broke the market by un-

In last Monday's iaaue of the Watch' 


man editorial comment was made on 
the action of the board of supervisors 
in its refusal to allow Sheriff Scott'a bill 
for three meals per day for prisonora. 
The comment was eminently correct 
Irom a humane point of view, and evi- 
dently intended to be fair to all con- 
cerned, bat misleading, inasmuch as it 
failed to state material iacts connected 
with the caae and circumstances which 
led up to the difference between the 
sheriff and certain members of the 
board. 
In a conversation yesterday Sheriff 


Scott emphatically denied that be had 
made any illegal charge; that he had ig« 
nore,d the ordera of the board, or that he 
had exceeded his authority in the mat- 
ter at Ueue between hitneelf and the 
board. He Bald that he had been at all 
Limes actuated by conai deration a of hu- 
manity in dealing with prisoners in hia 
charge, and with the fall knowledge and 
consent of the board. 


The facts and circumstances bearing 


on the aoeation at iueue were briefly 
slated as follows: It had been the cus- 
tom to give two meala a day to all pris- 
oners who did not work, and for those 
who worked in thochaingang and in tlie 
park to give three niaala. At no time 
baa thia rule been departed from. But 
the board some montha ago objected to 
giving those who worked three meala a 
flay, and made an order without the 
sheriff1! knowledge or consent, allowing 
only two meals per day for all prisoners. 
To this Sheriff Scott demurred and de- 
clined to force the men to work on two 
meals a day. He then and there offered 
to furnish a task for each man aud give 
only those who completed their task 
three meals. The board not agreeing 
to thia, he then offered to turn over all 
prisoners in the chain gang and park to 
tho board to be under their full control, 
and he then stated that under no cir- 
cumstances would ho be eo inhuman aa 
to work men on only two meals perday.

None can 
Warno thft packers for wuhinc to miiiu- 
tmn tht'ir past shuns in thy h 
hut when it comes to saying that, un'ess 
tlujy can be ptmrftnteed that proportion 
of the pail k whirli they handled lasl 
voftr, namely, £0 per cent, and Uiftt 
tlie growers abandon co-operation to 
miy further extent, they w\H not unito 


methods in handling our producta, to 
the end that we may realize the largest 
possible returns for them. The safe- 
guards are all that can possibly be 
thrown about the interesta of eauh in- 
dividual members. Tt ia formed on lines 
which have in view the permanent set- 
tlement of the raisin problem, and it is 
not a makeshift for one year. • It IB 
formed not for the purpose of maintain- 
ing any selfiah interest, but the interests 
of all growers. It is not an experiment, 
butiiaa been in successful operation for 
one year, during which period it baa 
marketed over 500 cara of raisins, with 
better average results than the official 
statement given to tho commieaion 
packer, and it is in still be,tter position 
today to handle any portion ol the crop 
of this year which may be entrusted to 
it.
